thereof, when Corruption was epidemick ; when 
dderes of People feem’d to have fold themfelves to 
inix.; and when the whele Force of the Legiflature 
waanted in vain, to detect the Sources of thede Mſ- 
dies or to prevent their Confequences. All this is 
fiyeough fer forth in Bifhop Kennezt’s Hiftory, and 
mgit to give _honeft, confiderare Men the greateft Aver- 
fs for, that Spirit which fome Men are at fueh Pains 
* zin our Times. 
it may be ſaid, that thefé are dark and obfcure 
fists, and that it becomes a Man who really means his 
Guntry well, to {peak out plainly in Matters of fuch Im- 
prance. Well then; I am conrent to do what falfe 
Puriots never do; I will {peak gravely, freely, and with- 
w: Referve of that Spirit which I juft now mentioned. 
brery intelligent Reader muff remember, that in certain 
tlitical Papers, which have been for fome Years circu- 
ited amongft us, a Spirit of Liberty, a Spirit of Jealou- 
h,a Spirit of Inquiry, hath been recommendéd. Now, 
tio’ pretend to no extraordinary Gift in difverning of 
Spirits; yet am I confident, that this is no other than a 
ipint of Faétion, that evil Spirit, which, if it once pof- 
kes a Nation, tears and diftorts it, leads it into barren 
Paces, and throws it now into the Water, and now into 
the Fire, as the Damons did Men at the firtt 
preaching of the Gofpel. Neither are we to be furpris’d 
that this 1s called a Spirit of Liberty. All evil Spirits 
thf to appear like Angels of Light ; nor would a Fac- 
ton be able to draw in Volunteers, if in beating up for 
Gem it owned the Name of a Faction. But the Way 
that this Spirit is to be diftinguifh’d, is plainly this, By 
ti prinelpally intending the Service ofa Part only of the 
f, anid not of the Whole. For we are to obferve, 
tt the Firft-fruits of this Spirit are not a general Re- 
hrmation, but a Change of Perfons in Authority; upon 
Wich We are told that fuch a Keformation would 1m- 
Mediately follow ; but we are only told this: We have 
net Reafon to believe it, not any who will be bound 
‘its Truth. I thall hereafter carty this farther, and 
that it cannot be true ; and that if we go on to 
“ourage this lying Spirit, it will lead us from one

the Affaffination Plot. Ina free Country it is J Won- 


der, if among Men of Effates there hall fome be found 
who think they have not the Reſpect paid them which 
their Fortune, their Rank, aud their Abilities, feem to 
them to deferve, Such Perions will always be for form- 
ing Parties, and difturbing a Government, not confider- 
ing the evil Confequences that fach a Proceeding may 
have with refpect to the Nation in general; but keeping 
their Eyes fix'd on thofe Pofts of which they think them- 
felves worthy, and which they will never allow to be 
Pos Arcam hy while they are in other Hands. Of 
fuch as thefe are the Leaders of every Faction com- 
pofed ; and if any Man will give himſelt the Trouble of 
entering into the Characters of the Men who are in our 
Hiftories pointed out asthe great Managers of our Poli- 
tical Difputes, they will-find them jut ſuch as I have 
reprefented them. I muft beg Leave to add, that they 
wil alfo find thofe Abilities which enabled them to 
manage Parties with Succefs, fully juftified the keeping 
them out of Poſts of State ; and made their Complaints 
appear as groundleſs as their Conduct was iniquitous. 
But it is not only Men of Property who are fit to 
{pread and cherifh this Spirit; the molt indigent People 
are of Ufe in the fame Way ; nay they are the moft ule- 
tul Inftruments, tho’ till they acquire Property, they can- 
not pretend to the Supreme Dircétion. A Ser of Men 
who have wafted their Eftates in purfuit of their Plea- 
fures, Of who, by a wrong Turn in their Educations, 
have acquired Defires incompatible with their Fortunes, 
fuch Men, I fay, to gratify them{felves will become the 
moft induftrious Tools of a Party. Oliver Cromwell, Folm 
Lilburne, and Sir William Waller, were, at the Beginning 
of the Civil War, Men of this Stamp in active Lite; and 
there were Numbers who ged in Mercuries, Pam- 
phiets, and other things of a hie Nature, whereby they 
promoted the Parliament’s Caufe, and their private For- 
tunes at the fametime. Since thofe Days, we have feen 
every Party fufficiently furnifh’d with both Sorts of Peo- 
ple, that is to fay, with Men who would ftir and act, 
and with others who would write and {peak for them; 
not from Principles of Conftience, but from a petulant 
Difpofition, a Defire of Railing at their Betters, and of 
bettering themfelves by that Means. 
The Bulk of a Party is generally compofed of Men in 
a middling Condition, and of weak Parts, who either thro’ 
perfonal Dependence on the Chiefs, thro’ wrong Notions 
of Government in general, or thro’ a Defire of appearing 
of more Importance than they really are, fuffcr themicives 
to be perfuaded of the Truth of Things they capnot un- 
derftand, and afterwards make a Merit of adhering ftea- 
dily to Notions pickt up as it were by Chance. Among 
fuch People, Sound is frequently miflaken for Senfe; plau 
fible Difcourfes pafs for clear and snanfwerable Proofs ; 
and the tonger the Deluffon-continues, the flronger and 
the more outrageous it grows. From what has been 
faid it fully appears, that there is nothing ftrange or in- 
credible in fappofing, that Men of large Fortunes fhould 
for their own Sakes prefer a Party Spirit to a Publick 
Spirit; that these Men thould find Emiflaries capable of 
placing their Opinions in a fair Light 5 or that Numbers 
fhould be fo impos’d upon by thefe Arts, as to engage 
with the urmoft Zeal for promoting a Caule none of 
their own; and by promoting of which it is impoflible 
they fhould be Gainers. ' 
‘To alledge therefore, as fome celebrated Writers daily 
do, that popular Clamour is Proof, and that a Number ot 
Peopie abetting any Propofition is fufficient to thew that 
it is true and reafonable, will appeat a rafh and ill-founded 
Conclufien, fuch a Clamour, or juch a Set of Opinions. 
may have been rais‘d and fupported in the Way and by 
the Means which have been juft now {ct forth, and then 
che Heat that is expreffed in favour of them, will be fo 
far from giving them Weight im any wile Man's Appre- 
henfion, that it will, in fact, raife a Jealouty in him o!
